“The market is lower now by half 

a cent than « has been for the past 
twenty-five years. Reports have been 
coming to this city from time to time 
that cattle in the neighboring States 
have been dying by the thousands, 
owing to lack of grass and other food. 
Now the truth of the matter is no one 
knows the exact condition of the cattle 
in Nevada, but we believe that there 
are plenty of cattle in this market. 
Discouraging reports bave also come 
from Arizona, but it is a well known, 
fact among the wholesale butchers 
that cattle are plentiful there. It is 
true that freight rates are high from 
there to this city, being about 24% 
cents, but the cattle raisers are satis- 
fied with a twe -cent profit, and will be 
only too glad to ship all we want. The 
freight from Nevada averages about 
one cent, giving that State a good 
chance in competing. Beef usually 
sells for cents, but it is now quoted 
at 61 cents. 
Ihe numerous bogus reports going 
around about the scarcity of beef are 
probably started from the fact that 
mutton has bevome scarce and prices 
have gone up to seven cents. There is 
no good fat mutton in the market to 
speak of. The recent losses of sheep 
in tbe southern counties is the main 
cause of this, and another cause is the 
present scareity of grass between here 
and the ranches. 

It was the custom for owners of 
herds to drive their sheep to market, 
depending upon the grass along the 
route. Of late, however, this has all 
disappeared. Every farmer who has a 
small band of cattle turns them loose 
on the highways to graze upon the 
grass on either side, and by the time 
the herders arrive en route the grass 
has been consuned This fact has ne- 
cessitated their shipping the sheep. 
The scarcity caused by the reeent 
storms, when Los Angeles county lost 
nearly 50,000 bead, and a freight rate 
to be considered, has naturally affected 
the market.

The wisest and best 
thing said on this whole boom sub- 
ject for many a day bas just ap- 
peared in the Los Angeles Tribune. 
The editor advises people to pull 
off their coats and go to work, each 
to make the best of his opportu- 
nities, to fulfill “his destiny of 
delving.” : 

The editor recognizes the fact 
that it is of no vaine for people to 
stand on the street corners with 
their hands in their pockets watch- 
ing and praying fer the good old 
days of speculation to return. Ile 
says with equal wisdom that adver- 
tising the climate will prove no 
more effective than watching for 
booms. Among the sentences in 
this strong article are the follow- 
ing; 

“The future prosperity of South- 
ern California depends upon the 
policy that shall be persued by the 
people. The labor of at least five 
years has to a great extent been 
lost—three in speculative energy 
and two in contemplating results 
and hoping that the boom would 
reappear. The speculative period 
proved an evil to the country in 
many ways, but not unmixed with 
good. It gave us railroads, hotels, 
dwelling houses, business buildings, 
watar development, and many 
other things that will be useful, but 
harm resulted in disparaging and 
discouraging a spirit of industry 
and thrift.” 


A New Lokk paper says that 
some wealthy women of that city 
have contributed a fund for the 
establishment of a school for the 
training of respectable young wo- 
menasnurses. This form of char- 
ity produces the best results. 
It is better to teach young women 
how te earn a living than to sup- 
port them in idleness. There is 
work of one kind and another suit- 
able for girls if they only knew 
how to do Tt. But they aretaught 
everything except how to do the 
work that will always command 
reasonable wages. Household ser- 
vice of one form or anotber is bet- 
ter, more healthful and more re- 
munerative employment than fac- 
tories and shops.

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IN A TWINE FACTORY. 
Comparatively Unknown Facts 
About a Great Industry. 


’ Sources of the Flax Supply Required by 


fulness of Western Farmers— How 
the Twine Is Made. 
* : 


It is estimated, says the New York Sun, 
that there are about eight million dol- 
lars’ worth of flax and hemp strings 
made in this country every year, not the 
big sorts of strings that are dignified by 
special titles such as lines, ropes, cable and 
hawsers, but just strings that are lumped 
together under the broad name of twines. 
And, besides, there are great quantities 
of cotton strings, ana here and there still 
a few paper ones, though the latter—invent- 
ed when cotton was so high priced during 
the war, andthen quite commop—sie Low 
seldom seen. * 

There are eight twine factories, tnoree in 
the upper part of this State, two in Massa- 
chusetts, two in Newark, and one, the 
largest, in New York City. This latter em- 
ploys 800 hands, and turns out 14,000 
pounds per diem of finished twines and shoe 
thread, ranging in value from 14 cents to 
01.0 per pound. In addition to these eight 
there are scattered through the East sev- 
eral small establis:=cnts, but there are 
none, large or small, in tha West and South. 
These statistics are perhaps a little dry, 
but the clammy solidity of cold fact seems 
necessary to give some idea of how very 
big, after all, is this interest that few per- 
sons notdirectly concerned with it realize 
as being of an especial importance. 

Mr. Hinde, the general manager of the 
factory, accords some interesting facts con- 
cerniug the industry. He says: 

“ We use only flax and hemp. We have 
experimented with otber fibers, principally 
ramie, but they did not work well. The 
necessary processes of manufacture seemed 
to take all their strength out of them. Cot- 
ton string is made in the cotton factories, 
not by the twine makers. Most of the flax 
that we use is imported, the finest grades 
from Holland and France, and its cost is 
from £40 to £75 sterling per ton. Flax tow, 
which we also use, costs 10 or 12 cents per 
pound. The impört duty on flax is $40 per 
ton for the fine hackled article, (20 per ton 
on the crude, and $10 per ton on tow. Some 
flax is supplied in this country, but not «& 
great deal. The best source of supply that 
we have on this continent is from Rens- 
selacr County, m this State, and some 
comes also from Canada. Hundreds ‘and 
thousands of tons of flax straw are burned 
up annually by our Western farmers. They 
grow it for the sake of the seed and will 
not take the trouble to save the valuable 
fiber from the straw. In Canada the On- 
tario millers pay the farmers $10 per acre 
for flax land, the miller supplying the seed 
and gathering the crop, while all the farmer 
does is to plow the land and geed it in. 
There both seed and fiber are carefully 
saved, and it is much to be regretted that 
our agriculturists are not equally thrifty. 
The heavy duty that is put upon flax, and 
the good and ready market it commaads, 
ought to encourage them to grow it for the 
sake of the fiber, but does hot seem to do 
so. I know tnat 4 pre;udice exists in the 
minds of many farmers aga:ast flax, be- 
cause they believe that it wears out the 
land so rapidly, but a contrary opinion is 
entertained by many equa:ly wel!-in‘ormed 
growers. I know of a farm in Canada that 
has Leen planted in flax for twenty years, 
and yields as much now as ever. 

We get a good deal of hemp from Ken- 
tucky, and some from Missouri and Illinois, 
but are forced to depend mainly upon for- 
eign supply. Our native hemp is worth 
1120 per ton unhackled, or about 10 cents per 
pound unhackled, while the best from 
abroad—the Itallan—costs £40 per ton. The 
duty is {25 per ton. Our Kentucky hemp is 
ofa strong and long fiber, gencrally about 
12 feet long, but has a dark, dirty brown 
color. There is no reason, however, why it 
should not be produced as fine and white as 
the Italian. I remember seeing, iu 1840, 
some hemp grown by Henry Clay on his 
plantation, and prepared for the market 
under his supervision, which was equal to 
any imported. The next best hemp to the 
ltahan is the German. The Russian is 
coarse and dark. By bleaching and soften- 
ing its fibers we are enabled to make twine 
from hemp that is so smooth, strong and 
fine that it is hardly distinguishable from 
linen twine, still for the best goods, such as 
“harness twine or “loom cord” and 
fishing lines, we employ only the purest and 


best flax: For certain grades of twine flax | 


and hemp are used together, and some of 
our small, brightly colored cords, used for 
the ornamental tying up-of packages, are 
made wholly of hemp, which takes and re- 
tains bright dyes much better than flax 
does.“

The shoe consists of knitted 
pieces of wool or silk, which are inserted at 
i the heels and at the insteps, makiug it pos- 
sible to cover the rigid understanding of 
Jeud persons not only with a snug fit but in 
becoming style In a block on Dearborn 
street a dozer or fifteen girls are at work 
from morning till night of each working 
day to manufacture notning but burjal 
shoes of all sizes—from those for tiny ba 
bies to the ones for the oldest inhabigants. 
They are made in four colora—whiteAcream- 
colored, brown and biack -an grades 
—brocaded satin, quilted satin and felt. Of 
the latter, which is the cheapest grade, but 
three of the colors are being manufactured, 
the natural felt being a sort of cross be- 
tween white and créeam-color. The brown 
color is principally demanded for the funer- 
al of Cathoucs, and white and cream-colored 
for babies and women: Material, as well as 
ornamentation, are of such a variety and 
style as —to use a business man's phrase— 
to suit the most fastid:ous. The firm turns 
out from fifty to a hundred pairs a day, and 
they are all taken rapidly, because burial 
snoes have, since the last year or two, be- 
come a necessary part of the outfit of the 
dead. „
